BOOK TRADE. 
From Chambers’s Encyclopedia, 
(Continued from our last.) 


The changes produced in the English book-trade by the cheap press 




















are not more remarkable than that improvement in taste which has sub- 


| dued the traffic in books ofa politically objectionable, and of a demoral- 
izing character. Contrary to fears entertained on the subject, the cheap- 


ening of books, periodicals, and newspapers has in no perceptible degree 
deteriorated literature. The sale of books of a grossly demoralizing ten- 
dency has been driven into obscurity, and in other ways circumscribed 
by a recent act of parliament (21 and 22 Vict. cap. 88); and it is demon- 
strable, as regards periodicals, that those of an objectionable kind form 
but a small proportion of the whole. On this subject, we offer the fol- 
lowing statement, the result of careful inquiry into the cheap periodical 
trade in 1859—1860: Religious but not sectarian periodicals, at $¢., 1¢d., 
and 14d. each, 20 in number, aggregate issue per month, 1,436,500. 
Two periodicals of the Religious Tract Society of London, one sold at 
1d, and the other 4d., aggregate issue per month, 804,000. Tempe- 
rance, at 4d. and ld. each, 9 in number, aggregate issue per mon 

203,000. Useful, educational, and enterta'ning literature at 1d., 1}d., 
and 2d, each, 7 in number, aggregate issue per month, 2,400,000, Novels, 
stories, ballads, ete., at 1d. each, 6 in number, aggregate issue per month, 
8,200,000, Romances and tales to excite the sentiments of wonder and 
horror, mostly at 1d. each, 60 in number; the issue of these could not 
be ascertained, but it is believed to reach the monthly aggregate of 
1,500.000. Stories and memvires of an immoral nature at 1d. each, 4 
in number, aggregate issue per month, 52,500, Freethinking and ir- 
religious, 2 in number, with, it is believed, a comparatively limited cir- 
culation. According to this view, the cheap periodical literature may 
be classed and summed up in amount as follows: 1. Works of an im- 


| proving tendency, circulation per month, 8,043,500, 2 Works of an 


exciting nature, but not positively immoral, circulation per month, 
1,500,000. 3. Works immoral, and opposed to the religion of the coun- 
try, circulation per month, probably under 80,000. 

Obviously, the sale of such an enormous mass of cheap sheets would 
be overwhelming to the ordinary trade; in point of fact, the writing 
and publishing, and also the retailing, of the more widely circulated 
penny papers are conducted asa separate business. The sales are effected 
chiefly by means of small shops in back streets, the purchasers being, 
besides domestic servants, all varieties of persons, old and young, who 
reside in these humble localities. The rise of these cheap periodicals 
and newspaper shops, in adaptation to new social wants, is not the least 
remarkable of the “signs of the times.” Nor can it be spoken of with 
regret. With other commodities the huxter dispenses the weekly pen- 
nyworth of literary amusement, which, enjoyed in the poorest family 
circle, enlivens the most dreary fate, and if not directly elevating in its 
tendenty, may be presumed to do at least some good, as a substitute for 
more exceptionable means of excitement. On general grounds there is 
cause for congratulation. Considering the preponderatingly large pro- 
portion of cheap periodicals of an unobjectionable, and not uninstructive 
kind, and looking also at the perfect freedom now enjoyed by every de- 
partment of the press, we have a striking illustration of the vastly im- 
proved state of public feeling, with which cheap literatore has steadily 
kept pace, since the reign of George IV. Not even in the most objec- 
tionable of the irreligious prints is there anything at all resembling. the 
scurrilities which werg at one time prevalent. The classes of books and 
periodicals, which a number of years ago consisted of coarsely offensive 
attacks on the government, church, laws, ete., have entirely disappeared, 
and at no time in its whole history has the book-trade of Great Britain 
been on a more healthy footing than it is at present. 

Limited by the generally imperfect state of education aud inaptitade 
for reading, the ordinary book-trade is also obstructed on account of 
large sections of the people still speaking some form of the Celtic lan- 


guage, and being unable to understand English. The Scottish Highland- 
ers, Welsh, Manx, and aboriginal Irish, are less or more in this condi- 


tion. In Ireland, there exists a press specially devoted to those who, in 
remote parts of the country, still hold to the ancient vernacular, In 
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Wales, the publishing of books and sheets in the native tongue is con- 
ducted with remarkable activity. Some are translations from English 
works of a useful and popular kind, occasionally illustrated with wood- 
engravings; and the circumstance of there being a taste and demand for 
such productious, affords a favorable view of the intellectual advance- 
ment of the principality. The Highlands and Western Islands of Scot- 
Jand, on the contrary, produce no literature, native or translated ; and 
the Gaelic books in the hands of the people are extremely limited in 
variety and number. 

Entirely separated from the general book-trade, there flourishes a 
system of publishing of a peculiar kind. We allude to the Canvassing 
Trade, which consists in the plan of disposing of books in weekly and 
monthly numbers or parts. The business is conducted by only a few 
houses in London, Edinburgh, Glasgow, and one or two other places. 
Canvassers are employed to go from door to door, to procure subscrib- 
ers; and the numbers are delivered periodically, till the work is com- 
pleted. On account of the expense of canvassing and delivery, books 
sold in this manner are necessarily inuch dearer than if disposed of 
through the ordinary channels of trade. The method, however, of buy- 
ing books in stnall portions at a time, accommodates certain classes of 
customers, and has been the means of disseminating an improving litera- 
ture—Bibles, with notes and illustrations, and works of piety in particu- 
jar—in quarters not reached by the operations of the bookseller.

Witerary Intelligence. 





New Montaty.—A new periodical, entitled The Chureh Monthly, has been 
commenced by E. P. Dutton & Co., Boston. 

From the London Publishers’ Circular, January 15, 1861. 

The following is our customary summary of the more important publica- 
tions of the fortnight :— 

In Literature, Science, and Art, we have a sixth volume of Charles Knight's 
English Cyclopedia, embracing the departments of Arts and Sciences; Hood's 
Own, or Laughter from Year to Year, a second series of Hood's celebrated 
comic fancies; Hull’s Coal Fields of Great Britain; and a Handbook of Chem- 
ical Analysis for Practical Men, by J, W. Slater. 

In Geography and Travel we have noted another contribution to our 
knowledge of Africa, from one of our indefatigable explorers, entitled The 
Great Sahara, describing Wanderings South of the Atlas Mountains, by H. 
B. Tristram. The work is accompanied by maps and illustrations. In the 
same wide field we have Six Years of a Traveller’s Life in Western Africa, 
by F. T. Valdez, 2 vols., illustrated ; Mr. H. G. Bohn’s Handbook of Modern 
Geography, of which the publisher is also the compiler, deserves special men- 
tion for its clear arrangement and useful index, no less than for the distinet- 
ness of its numerous colored maps. It includes a chapter on the Polar 
Regions by ar eminent Arctic Explorer; The Island of the Saints, by Julius 
Rodenberg (copyright edition), gives an account of a Pilgrimage through 
Ireland. We have also the Polar Regions, by Richardson; Social Aspects of 
the Revolution in Florence, by Theodosia Trollope, reprinted from the 
Atheneum, with a Sketch of Subsequent Events up to the Present Time; 
also a reprint, with considerable additions, of the interesting Letters of the 
Times Correspondent, Mr. Woods, who accompanied the Prince of Wales in 
his Tour through the United States; and a popular sketch of the same event, 
entitled Royalty in the New World, by Kinahan Cornwallis; and lastly, we 
have Dr. Moore’s elaborate work, belonging, perhaps, more to Ethuology 
than to Geography, entitled the Lost Tribes and the Saxons of the East 
and of the West, with new Views of Buddhism and Translations of Rock 
Records in India. 

In Biography and History, perhaps the most important work is the Diary 
and Correspondence of Charles Abbot, Lord Colchester, Speaker of the House 
of Commons from 1802 to 1817, edited by his son, Lord Colchester; but not 
less interesting, though only a pamphlet, is the Correspondence between the 
Bishop of Exeter and Lord Macaulay (then Mr. Macaulay) in 1849, on the 
subject of the first chapter of his History, in which “ certain statements” are 
made concerning “ the Church of England.” The Pilgrim, a Dialogue on the 
Life and Actions of King Henry the Lighth, by William Thomas, Clerk of the 
Council to Henry the Sixth, a curious contribution to the materials of our 
history, is edited, with notes, from the Archives of Paris and Brussels, by 
Mr. J. A. Froude. We have also a Commentary on Lord Brougham’s Char- 
acter of George the Third, by J. S. Eddison; a second volume of Mr. J. Gor- 

ham Palfrey’s History of New England during the Stuart Dynasty ; Egyptian 
Antiquities, with a Harmony of Sacred and Egyptian Chronology, ete., 2 
vols.; the first. volume (new series, embracing the history of the last hundred 
we of Cassell’s Illustrated History of England, the text by Mr. William 

owitt; and Giles’s Invasions of England from the Earliest Times; while of 
works more purely biographical we have a Memoir of the Rey. T. G. Rag- 
land, which depicts the life of an itinerary missionary of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society in Southern India. Reminiscences of a Scottish Gentleman, 
commencing in 1787, give some entertaining pictures of life in Edinburgh in 
the days of the Corresponding Society and the Seottish sympathizers with 
the French Revolution ; and the Life of Dr. Scoresby adds another interest- 
ing volume to our already extensive Library of Adventure in the Polar Re- 
gions, as does Dr, Kane's Arctic Explorations, which is well got up with steel 








engravings and numerous woodcuts, and appears to be a portion of an 
American edition. 

In Theology we find Dr. Guthrie’s Seed Time and Harvest of Ragged 
Schools; Night Scenes of the Bible and their Teachings, by the Rev. C. D. 
Bell; The Atonement, its Reality, Comp!eteness, and Extent, by Dr. Cand- 
lish; The Way, the Truth, and the Life, a Series of Discourses by T. D. 
Gregg; and a sixth volume of the Works of J. Angell James, entitled Chris- 
tian Graces. 

In Fiction we have Mr. George Meredith’s interesting story of Evan Har- 
rington, from Once a Week, in 3 vols. ; the Daily Governess, or Self-Depend- 
ance, by Mrs. Smythies, 3 vols.; the Loose Screw, 8 vols.; and the Two 
Cousins, a Tale of Fifty Years Ago, 2 vols. ; while of minor works of the samme 
class we find Tales from Greek Mythology, by the Rev. G. W. Cox; Here 
and There (Tales of Country Life), by Edith Mary ; Claudia and Pudens, or 
the Early Christians in Gloucester, by the Rev. S. Lysons; Sketches of Pro- 
vincial Life, translated, with notes, from the Russian by Frederick Aston; 
and Minnie’s Love, by the author of a Trap to Catch a Sunbeam. 

In Juvenile Works we have Young Benjamin Franklin, or the Right Road 
through Life, a Boy’s Book, by Henry Mayhew; John Mildred, or Love One 
Another, illustrated, small 4to; the Sunbeam, or the Misused Gift, by the 
author of My Christmas Home ; and Dear Old England, a Description of our 
Fatherland, by Jane A. Winscom. In Illustrated Books: —Sketches on the 
Nipisaguit, a River of New Brunswick, by W. Hickman, folio; the Birthday 
Gilt, or Thirty-one Texts selected from the Old and New Testaments, by Miss 
S. Hughes, 4to; and Keble’s Morning Hymn, illuminated by B. B. B., chro- 
mo-lithographed by W. R. Tymms, oblong 4to. In Zaw:—Lord Brougham’s 
long-expected Treatise on the British Constitution, which is based upon his 
well-known work on Political Philosophy ; a Manual of the Present State of 
the Law of Wills, with Forms, &e., by George Booth; and a Dictionary of 
Law and other Terms in use in the Courts of Bengal, by J. Robinson. And 
in Medical Works—A Treatise on Diseases of the Joints, by R. Barwell; and 
Dr. Inman’s Foundation for a New Theory and Practice of Medicine. 

Some New Editions also deserve mention, among which are Sir Bernard 
Burke's Great Dictionary of the Peerage and Baronetage, corrected to the 
present time; the Memoirs of Sir T. Fowell Buxton, edited by his Son; Dr. 

(Vol. 1); Hone’s Popular 
Works, in 4 vols. ; Motley’s Rise of the Dutch Republic; a 2d of the Life of 
the Right Rev. Dr. Daniel Wilson, by the Rev. Josiah Bateman; a 3d of 
Professor Faraday’s Six Lectures on the various Forces of Matter; a 5th of 
Mr. Wingrove Cooke’s China aud Lower Bengal, reprinted from The Times ; ~ 
and of Mr. G. V. Ellis’s Demonstrations of Anatomy; a 6th of Smith's Manual 
of Equity Jurisprudence; an 8th of Memorials of E. F. Bickersteth ; an 11th 
of The Family Monitor, or a Help to Domestic Happiness, by J. A. James; 
and a cheap edition of the delightful Autobiography of Leigh Hunt, with an 
Introduction by his eldest son.

Messrs. Sampson Low, Son & Co, will publish immediately, in a cheap

4to; also, a new edition of The Dead Secret, by Wilkie Collins, with an illus 
tration by Jchn Gilbert. 


Mr. Bohn announces a new series of works to be published monthly, and 
to be called the English Gentleman’s Library, printed on demy 8vo, with por- 
traits and plates, commencing with Mr, Peter Curningham’s edition of the 
Entire Correspondence of Horace Walpole.

We are glad to be able to announce that a fifth volume of Lord Macaulay’s 
History of England is now in a forward state of preparation, and that it will 
appear during the spring. The volume will probably be not quite so large 
as its solid predecessors, but as far as it extends it will, we believe, be found 
that it had received from its illustrious author all the care and finish bestowed 
upon the earlier portions of the work. 

The Committee of. the Gawler Institute have offered a prize of two hun- 
dred guineas for a good sketch of the history of South Australia. A local 
journal observes that Stephens’s book on South Australia extends over too 
short a period to be of much use now, and amongst other works which have 
been published concerning the colony, there is nothing deserving the name of 
ahistory. The prize ought to be carried off by an Englishman—for the ma- 
terials for such a book are far more abundant here than in Australia.

Rupp & Car.eton publish the second series of ‘The Great Preparation ; 








or, Redemption Draweth Nigh,” by the Rev. John Cumming, D. D., F.R.S.E, | 


Minister of the Scottish National Church, Crown Court, Covent Garden; au- 
thor of “‘ The Great Tribulation,” ete. Of this volume the publishers observe : 
«The success which attended the publication in this country of Rev. Dr. Cum- 
ming’s ‘Great Tribulation,’ has called forth a uniform edition of his present 
work, which, like its predecessor, has been divided into two series or volumes, 
presenting a more open and readable appearance than the small type and 
contracted page of the London edition. The character and contents of the 
discourses are entitled to the earnest attention of every Christian mind, In 
the words of a religious contemporary: ‘Their tendency is not so much to 
alarm as to awaken. The fulfilment of es. the probabilities of the near 
approach of the end, are not spread out in dramat'e or didactic terrors to pro- 
duce sensation, but are every where treated of with a deep and solemn ear- 
nestness, and always for the one purpose of making an application of the 
important injunction, “ Be ye therefore ready.” We admire the simplicity of the 
author’s style ; he is nowhere “‘ learned’ nor ambiguous. We believe that his 
work is written with a conscientious desire to “ win souls,” and we should not 
hesitate to put it into the hands of our children, believing that the idiosyn- 
crasy of the writer is less apparent than the Bible truth he deals with and so 
pointedly proclaims.’ ” 


Linpsay & Biakiston have got out—“ Lives of Eminent American Physi- 
cians and Surgeons of the Nineteenth Century,” by Samuel D. Gross, M. D., 
Professor of Surgery in the Jefferson Medical College of Philadelphia. From 
the Preface we make an extract, expressive of the plan and spirit of the work. 
“ The present publicatiun owes its origin to a desire, on the part of the Editor, 
to popularize the profession, and to place its services and claims more con- 
spicuously than has yet been done, before the American people. The idea 
which first led to it was conceived nearly seven years ago, while he was con- 
fined to his chamber by indisposition; and he soon after issued a circular in 
which, setting fort the objects of the work, he endeavored to enlist the co- 
operation of his professional brethren in various sections of the country in 
furtherance of his design. The project met everywhere with favor, and it 
was not long before he received an abundance of pledges of aid, some of 
which were promptly redeemed, while others still remain unfulfilled. When 
at length, in 1857, a sufficiency of material was secured to form alarge volume, 
the monetary crisis suddenly occurred, prostrating all branches of business 
and thus effectually preventing, for a time, the publication of the work. This 
statement it is considered necessary to make in order to show that the delay 
in the appearance of the work was not occasioned by any fault, neglect, or 
mismanagement of the Editor, who never, for a moment, despaired of the en- 
terprise, but did all he could to urge it on to its final completion. It was 
originally his intention to accompany most of the memoirs with the portraits 
of their respective subjects; but it was soon found that such an arrangement 
would greatly enhance the price of the volume, without, perhaps, materially 
increasing its interest, and it was, therefore, abandoned. Three only of the 
memoirs are from the pen of the Editor; all the rest have been contributed 
by other writers, who were either personal friends of the deceased, or so in- 
timately acquainted with their labors and character as to qualify them, in a 
special manner, for the faithful discharge of their delicate and responsible 
duties. A book of biography, constructed upon such a plan, must, it is 
evident, possess superior claims to attention; since, from its very nature, it 
will be more likely to insure a just delineation of character than if it were the 
offspring of a single individual. Several of the lives, as those of Hosack, 
McClellan, and Hartshorne, have been written by the sons of their respective 
subjects, and it is believed that the task, at all times one of unusual delicacy, 
under such circumstances, has been performed with commendable taste and 
judgment. The order of arrangement of the memoirs is chronological.” 
Also, “Sinai and Ziem; or, a Pilgrimage through the Wilderness to the Land 
of Promise,” by Benjamin Bausman, who observes: “ In the winter and spring 
of 1857 I made a tour to Egypt, Arabia, Palestine, and Syria, which furnished 
the occasion for the preparation of this book. It has struggled long to reach 
the open sea of the reading public, and but for the importunacy of some 
whose opinion is entitled to respect, would have been left to slumber in my 





Journal and manuscript. It looks like a work of supererogation, if not pre- 
sumption, to obtrude another volume of Eastern Travels on the public, after 
the many able works which have of late years been written on this subject. 
It must be admitted, however, that every traveller, if he have any mind of his 
own, will observe things and places from his own point of view, and receive im- 
pressions peculiarly his own. For this reason every new work gives new aspects, 
all furnishing but so many strokes of the descriptive pencil to complete the 
picture. In addition to this it is natural to expect that a work of this kind 
will find access to a larger number of readers in the German Reformed Church, 
of which the author is a member, than of those prepared by writers of other 
denominations, though perhaps superior to this. For this reason this unpre- 
tending volume may likewise have an humble mission to perform.” 


A. S. Barnes & Burr have got out the “Class-Book of Botany: being 
Outlines of the Structure, Physiology, and Classification of Plants; with a 
Flora of the United States and Canada,” by Alphonse Wood, A. M., Prinei- 
pal of Female Academy, Brooklyn, The author observes in his Preface:

as the increased territory of our Flora requires. This we have done with 
direct reference to the convenience and the means of the thousands of youths 
who will still enter upon this delightful pursuit, and make their text book 
their vade-mecum. The labor expended in this condensation will be appreci- 
ated by few, and those few, while they justify the motives, will regret the 
necessity. The limit of our Flera in this new series has been much extended. 
It now embraces the territory lying East of the Mississippi River with the 
exception of the Southern Peninsula of Florida, and South of the Great Lakes 
and the River St. Lawrence. The States bordering upon the western shores 
of the Mississippi, although not strictly included, are essentially so, as well as 
those provinces of Canada upon the northern shore of the St, Lawrence. This 
Class-Book is, therefore, now professedly adapted to the student’s use from 
Quebee to New Orleans and from St. Paul’s to St. Augustine.” Also,
